2. (Original) The method of claim 1, fijrther comprising *e step of repeating said 
second retrieving, second comparing and second identifying steps for each first retrieved contact 
not identified as a common contact in said first identifying step. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein said second retrieving step comprises the 
step of second letrieving a plurality of contacts from an exposed, remotely accessible contact list 
associated with one of said first retrieved contacts not identified as a common contact in said first 
identifying step. 
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4. (CuiTCEtly amended) A method of generating a Hst of common contacts, comprising the 
steps of: 

exchanging at least two contact lists over a physical communications link, wherein each 
contact list defines a distinct <iet different from the other and conresponds to a different user, 
comparing contacts in said exchanged contact Usts to identify matching contacts; and, 
fxeneraring and storing a contact list d efining vet another distinct set and contaming said 
matched contacts [in a common contact list]. 

5. (Ori^nal) The method of claim 4, wherein said exchanging step comprises the steps 
of; 

establishing a wireless communications lijik; and, 

exchanging said contact lists over said established wireless commmiications link. 

6. (Currently amended) A method of generating a list of common contacts, comprising the 
steps of: 

accessing a contact Ust definin& a set being stoned in a remotely accessible database of 
contacts; 

comparing contacts in said contact list with contacts in a stored database of contacts 
defining anotb«- ^i^tinct set, ^^aid contact Us t and said conucts in a stored database of conta as 
each corresDOp Hmpi to a different userf. said comparison produchig matching contacts, wherein 
said contact list and said contacts in a stored database of contacts each correspond to a different 
user]; and, 

producing matching contacts as a resu h of said comparing; 

providing a visual hyperlink for each matching contact produced by said comparing step. 
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7. (Cmreatly amended) A common contact identification system comprising: 

at least two contact Hsts, each said contact list defining a distinct .set comprising a 
plurality of contacts, each said contact list having a publicly accessible interface through which 
said contacts can be accessed remotely, each said contact list corresponding to a different user; 

a comparator for comparing contacts in each of said at least two contact lisis, said 
comparator identifying matching contacts in each of said at least two contact lists; and, 

a common contact list resulting from the compari^n and defining yet another d istinct set 
comprising contacts matched by said comparator. 

8. (Original) The system of claim 7, v^erein each said contact list is stored in a storage 
medium selected from the group consisting of a database, a contact management program data 
store, an e-mail program address book, an instant messenger address book, a ceUular phone 
address book and a personal digital assistant address book. 

9. (Original) The system of claim 7, fiirther comprising a communications link between 
said contact lists over which said contaas in said contact Usts can be transmitted. 

10. (Original) The system of claim 9, wherein said communications link is selected from 
(he group consisting of an infi^ communications link, a short range radio firequency 
communications link, and a TCP/IP wireline link. 

11. (Original) The system of claim 7, wherein said common contact list comprises at 
least one hyperlinked address of a matched contact. 

12. (Cunently amended) A machine readable storage having stored thereon a computer 
program for generating a list of common contacts, said machine readable storage having a 
pluraUty of code sections executable by a machine for causing the machine to perform a series of 
steps, said steps comprising:
